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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group II (claims 18 and 19) in the reply filed on 
September 2, 2005 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-17 and 20-23 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Group I, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on September 2, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by USPN 
5,929,769 to Gamault. Gamault discloses a system for controlling opening and closing of an 
openable member of a motor vehicle, comprising the steps of; 

detecting (3) the presence of an individual authorized to open the openable member (C) 
and enter the vehicle (1), the detecting step comprising the step of arranging a sensor (7) on the 
vehicle to cause a radio frequency identification possessed by the authorized individual to emit a 
signal indicative of the presence of the authorized individual and receiving the signal at the 
sensor; generating a signal (5a, 5b) upon the detection of the presence of an authorized individual 
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or an object (4) possessed by the authorized individual; and actuating a controller unit (2) upon 
receipt of the signal to open or close the openable member (col. 2, lines 8-67 & col. 3, lines 1-9). 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. In particular, Harvey discloses an RFID circuit switch connected to an actuator 
defining a motor to generate movement of various parts of a vehicle including a door or trunk. 
Thus, Harvey may be used in singly or in combination with Gamault to meet the process and/or 
apparatus limitations as claimed.
